Natalie Price called 911 to 
report the blaze. “It was scary,” 
she says.

blowing up, and the heat was 
intense enough to melt the sid¬ 
ing on her home. “I honestly 
felt panic." 

The fire started in the shed 
but quickly spread to the eaves 
of the bungalow at 154 Essa St., 
and into the roof. The build¬ 
ing is rented, with a family of 4 
on the main level, neighbours 
say, and at least 2 people in the 
basement apartment. 

The upstairs tenants were 
away at the time, but returned 
home just as firefighters 

Fire crews used an aerial 
ladder truck to help extinguish 


into attic area where trusses 
were smouldering. The shed 
was totally gutted; the inte¬ 
rior of the home suffered fire, 
smoke and water damage. 

Asked about the cause of 
the Are, Fire Chief Kevin Gal¬ 
lant said, “We believe it was 
smoking related... An acciden¬ 
tal fire.” 

Gallant said there was 
structural damage to the roof 
trusses, and extensive water 
damage throughout the build¬ 
ing. He estimated the losses at 
$150,000. 

The two families that were 
displaced have taken shelter 
with relatives.

Autism disorder 


I t’s a step back in time. 

A decade ago, families 
waited years to get their children 
into government-funded 
Autism treatment programs - or 


an effort to afford the Intensive 
Behavioural Intervention (IBI) and 
other therapies that could help 
their children. 

Often, when they finally did 
get into treatment, they faced the 
possibility that their child would 
"age out." Access to government- 
funded treatment was limited: the 
cutoff was age 6. 

It took protests at Queen's 
Park, to persuade the new Liberal 
government to widen the criteria, 
and assist families with Autistic 
kids. 

Now the Liberal government of 
Kathleen Wynn has announced 
changes to the Autism Program 
that are even more harsh. The new 

It can take months, even years, 
to get a confirmed diagnosis 
of Autism Spectrum Disorder. 

There is such a range of function 
and behaviours that the initial 
diagnosis may not be made until 
a child is 3, or older. With long 
waiting lists, children may not even 
begin therapy until they reach the 
age of 5. 

It’s those waiting lists that 
prompted the Ontario government 


to make the changes, according 
to Minister of Child and Youth 
Services, Tracy MacCharles. She 
has claimed that without the cutoff, 
and with rising rates of diagnosis of 
ASD, wait lists could lengthen from 
the current two years, to five. 

Shortening wait times by 
making more people ineligible for 
treatment is no solution. 

Arbitrarily denying services to 
children based on an artificial 
cutoff point does everyone a 
disservice - and has no basis in 

It is devastating to the families, 
and it is short-sighted: IBI and 
other therapies have been proven 
to help children with ASD make 
great strides, in verbalizing, in 
social interactions, and in the 
schools. Are these children to 
be pushed into school settings 
without the therapeutic support 
that will help them reach their 
potential? Are parents who want 
to provide their ASD child with 
treatment going to be pushed back 
into fundraising, and poverty? 

Until research uncovers the 
causes of Autism, and makes 
prevention a possibility, the 
government has a responsibility 
to provide programs that support 
children and families. Maybe it’s 
time for more protests at Queen’s 
Park. 

It’s certainly time to step forward, 
not backward.

and practise before heading out on 
the open road, he said. 

For York Regional Police’s 21 
motorcycle officers, it's especially 
important. “Because we're police 
officers, we really don't want to mess 
up," Mitchell said, noting that it’s vital 
that handling the Harley becomes 
second nature, almost instinctive, for 
officers to do their jobs. 

"We work off these machines,” he 
said, carrying out regular patrols, traf¬ 
fic enforcement, ceremonial and VIP 
motorcade duties. “In our environ¬ 
ment, you don't get re-dos. We’re a 
vulnerable road user - we don't have 
airbags, we don't have seatbelts... You 
have to be aware of other people's 
mistakes.” 

Clinton Smout, program manager 
of Horseshoe Resort's SMART (Snow¬ 
mobile, Motorcycle, ATV Rider Train¬ 
ing) program agrees. Excessive speed 
may be the No. 1 cause of motorcycle 
collisions, but causes two and three 
are other motorists, either turning 
in front of motorcycle riders, or rear- 
ending the machines. 

“Motorcyclists are now out there, 
they’re not as big, there's one head¬ 
light - you don't see them,” Smout 
said, which is why he urges riders to 
wear brightly coloured helmets and 
full protective gear - "the brighter the 
better” - to promote visibility. 

He also emphasized the impor¬ 
tance of taking a spring "refresher” 

regain balance, practice han¬ 
dling skills on variable terrain, and 
hone collision avoidance skills.

that riders practise, and sharpen their 
skills, before heading out on the road.

Do some slow riding, 
turns. Do a circle check, warm up the 
machine and check to make sure eve¬ 
rything is mechanically sound. 

“Focus on some slow speed riding 
on residential streets." 

And only then, when that "muscle 
memory" returns, should riders head 
onto the highway. 

Pattenden has a special warning 
at this time of year. "Street sweepers 

There’s a lot of salt and sand... and 
potholes." It can make for tricky driv¬ 
ing - just one more thing for riders to 

Drivers are urged to check blind 
spots, and watch for motorcycles 
before making turns or lane changes. 
More than one-third of collisions take 
place at intersections. Motorists - 
and motorcyclists - should approach 
slowly, look in all directions, and pro¬ 
ceed with caution. 

A reminder - go-peds, miniature 
motorcycles (pocket bikes) and other 
off-road vehicles are not street legal.

Fraud Alert 


On April 21, South Simcoe Police 
received a call from a Bradford resident, 
regarding the Canada Revenue Agency 
scam. A caller claimed to be a CRA 
officer, who told the victim that he owed 
an outstanding balance on his taxes. 

The victim was duped into giving his 
social insurance number, but no money 
changed hands. Police remind residents 
that the CRA will never phone to demand 
payment; if you receive such a call, hang 
up and contact the Canada Revenue 
Agency directly for advice. 

Also on April 21, an Innisfil resident 
reported falling prey to an internet 


ticket scam. The victim saw an ad for 
tickets on the Kijiji buy-and-sell website, 
and contacted the “seller." Money was 
deposited into the seller’s account, but 
no tickets were ever transferred, and 
the victim has since been unable to 
contact the scammer. Police remind 
residents that sending money to an 
unknown person is a matter of trust; 
never transfer money to an unknown 
party, until the goods arrive. For 
more information on fraud, visit the 
Canadian Anti-Fraud website, www.
